The garrison of the 
ninth fort resisted strongly and Captain 
Pershing ordered the fort to be shelled 
nnd captured by assault which was done.

MANILA, May 7.—Captain Pershing's 


column has defeated the Sultan of Am- 
parugano's strong force of Moros in the 
Tarawa country, on the east 
shore of 


Lake Lanao, island of Mindanao. The 
Americans captured ten fori.s. One hun- 
dred and fifteen Moros were killed, thir- 
teen were wounded and sixty were made 
prisoners. The Moros captured included 
the sultan. Two Americans were killed 
and seven wounded. 


The ten forts constituted serious and 


strong positions on the banks of the Tar- 
aca river, and rfora them Moros vigorous- 
ly resisted Capt. Pershing's advance. The 
American troops attacked tnc forta :vlon- 
<lay mid captured eight of them without 
suffering any losses, though the thirty- 
fix obsolete cannon mounted on the for- 
tifications were served with the best of 
the enemy's ability. The garrison of the 
ninth fort resisted strongly and Captain 
Pershing ordered the fort to be shelled 
end captured by assault which was done. 
Lieut. Shaw and Oracle, leading 
'two 


companies of the 27th infantry and a de- 
tachment of cavalry 
surrounded 
the 


tenth fort, where the sultan bad sought 
refuge, and it surrendered Tuesday. The 
forts have been dismantled. 


Captain Pershing moved north 
Tues- 


day to complete the exploration of the 
east shore of Ihe lake. No further re- 
sistance is expected. 


The Spanish gunboat Velaseo. sunk by 


Ihe ships of Admiral Dewcy off Cavite. 
has been raised. Her hull is not injured 
but her upper works show the effect of 
the American shells.

up real estate in Santa Barbara, and tak- 
inc up his residence there.

The result was the election of two Re- 
ublican and two Democratic aldermen 


and one Democratic and one Republican 
iUpervisor, but it makes no difference in

There were three hundred and thirty- 


one votes cast in the Sixth ward. Frank

A HEALTHY SIGH. 


Crediting the governor with the best 


of intention? it must be.now evident the 
force of hi* influence has been dissipated 
in 'the legislature to a certain extent at 
least. The same measure,of persistence 
has been at work in the railroad rate 
commission bill practically as shown in 
-the primary election matter, but as is 
seen in the result, in vain. There was 
but little in the argument accounting for 
'the defeat of the rate bill that the in- 
fluence of the manufacturing clement was 
too strongly combined with other shippers 
for many of the assemblymen to resist, 
for it i* cr-i'tain that a much s'tronger 
opposition iias been shown towards the 
primary matter than that exercised by 
the larger shippers opposing any rate 
bill. It has been demonstrated that leg- 
islators were indifferent to those oppos- 
ing primary reform, so much so. that the 
desire of the governor was uppermost. 


That the wishes of the governor have 


proved of no avail with legislators when 
a strong business sentiment joins issues, 
is now plain enough, and if this element 
•would interest themselves to secure peace 
to the state and either insure the effect- 
ual retirement of all primary election 
features or else demand the enactment of 
one that did fairly and squarely meet 
all the objections to such a measure as 
has been proposed, such a measure would 
be quickly enough forthcoming. 
It is 


possible, quite possible, that the snme 
psychological momerit has arrived when 
this may be accomplished, for the assem- 
blymen strong in their conviction they 
have done right in their vote defeating 
the rate hill, may now gather np their 
thinking powers and conclude after all 
the governor may be much mistaken in his 
primary election ideas., so far a'l least of 
supposing the people want such a bill as 
has been put through the assembly and 
the senate, for" the 
senate amendment

THE LAW AEEOS CHANGING. 


Comment is being made upon a decis- 


ion of Judge Xarrant of Milwaukee not 
long since in'harmony with the common 
law of England which gives the husband 
control over the wife, and of her posses- 
sions. 
This decision in question holds 


a married woman who is the owner of 
property jointly with her husband has no 
legal right to dispose of her interest in 
the property at her death. She however 
may dispose of it when living, but no 
power to dispose of it by will. 
This 


does not appear to be in conformity with 
the law in some states, which does give 
the wife absolute control of her interests 
in all community property, and even does 
better in giving the wife a share in the 
community property where such has not 
been formally divided, and such a. law 
should prevail in this state, for it may 
be presumed the law is now the wife has 
no continuing interest-in any property 
that may be owned jointly by 
herself 


and her husband, that is to say, the wife 
may not distribute by will, and that the 
husband has the control. 


One comment upon this decision while 


not severe in any sense or in any wise 
criticising the judge, who as stated, con- 
forms his decision to Wisconsin law, or 
confonns his decision 
to the English 


common law in the absence of any law 
of this state bearing upon the 
subject, 


by the Waukesha Freeman and says: 


"If the wife cannot dispose 
of 
her 


property permanently as she wishes, by 
deed or will, she does not of course own 
it in any real sense. She merely has a 
life-interest in it. But according to the 
married women's enabling acts, passed 
from time to time in this state, married 
women can hold property absolutely, and 
deed it or will it without reservation. We 
do not see how the situation is changed 
when the woman owns half a given piece 
of property instead o£ the whole of it. 
The case ot! which Judge Tarrant based 
his decision will be taken to the supreme 
court and we shall look for a reversal of 
the decision. 


We certainly hope the decision will be 


reversed. In this age of the world, when 
woman is regarded as an intelligent, re- 
sponsible, being, when she is as well edu- 
cated as man, when she has an important 
share in the world's activities—in this 
age. to make woman incapable of owning 
property, under the conditions named, as 
Judge Tarrant's decision does, seems to 
us a rather ludicrous outrage. 


GOVERXMEXT EIGHTS IX PATENTS. 


The suggestion lias been made in view 


of the fact the government itself is be- 
ing sued for an alleged violation of the 
Marconi patents in the navy installing 
plants of wireless telegraph and in use 
on vessels, that in the granting of patents 
the government make necessary reserva- 
tions. There is no reason why this should 
not be done and would be if monopoly 
had not so strong a hold upon the nat- 
ional legislation. 
Tt would be 
entirely 


proper that with every patent the gov- 
ernment would retain the right to make 
use of such, of course strictly for gov- 
emmentMl uses. 


The further suggestion has been made 


by some sttulem.s of political economy 
that much of the trouble of the present 
day, a great du.ii of the ability of combi- 
nations in trade and trusts to absolutely 
control supplies and prices, could readily 
be curtailed by reservations in every/pat- 
ent-that in cases where, such patents were 
being used for purposes of controlling 
markets, fixing prices, or upholding mo- 
nopolies to the injury of legitimate com- 
petition, that such patents could bo ren- 
dered null and void. It is not the natural 
use of patent rights, hut the use made 
by which great monopolies are maintain- 
ed, and users of'such products of patents 
where machinery is rented and not sold, 
that the people complain. 


Certain of our great trusts are in con- 


trol of patents through which all coin- 
petition is rendered 
practically 
futile. 


This is so apparent thufc no arguments 
ara required to substantiate the asser- 
tion. Bat if patent rights contained a 
provision which -would invalidate them, 
where used for these purposes, it would 
require no such exhibitions of apparent 
cotttrol of the courts as seems sometimes 
is the case, at least no such long delays, 
as is being witnessed in the proceedings 
against the meat trust, and the Northern 
Pacific merger. It is an open secret 'thai 
certain sorts of machinery arc so con- 
trolled" by those owning ihe patents that 
oppositkin.4» useless.

watchman at the Racine Boat Manufact- 
uring company had just made the rounds 
•of the 
factory 
and entered the office. 


Glancing out of the west -window lie saw 
a smalf light and a-t first believed it was 
some person -with a lantern, but in a mo- 
ment discovered it was a fire in the 
blacksmith department, just across the 
alley and to the south of the big ma- 
chine shop and general building where 
the large steel yachts are constructed. 


Rushing to tie building the watchman 


saw that he could not cope with the fire 
single handed and he immediately sound- 
ed the factory whistle and then sent in 
an alarm ol fire over the American Dis- 
trict Telegraph system, operated by the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. In a fuiv 
moments a general alarm wjis sounded 
and the entire department was on the 
way to the Boat works. 


The flames had burst through the roof 


of the building and illuminated the heav- 
ens and Fire Marshall Cape believed he 
was in for a stubborn fight and serious 
fire. 
It W'US necessary for the fire ap- 


paratus to pns* down 'lie Stannard street 
hill and enter lumber yards dark as a 
pocket. They found the only street lead- 
ing to the Boat factory filled with thresh- 
ing machines and other vehicles and the 
road was so narrow that it was necessary 
for the horses to walk and extreme cau- 
tion taken to avoid a serious accident, 
but the apparatus was piloted through 
without a mishap. The second obstacle 
came when the firemen found fire hy- 
drants completely covered with lumber 
piles and they were obliged to handle 
lumber in order to eoupje the hose. 


By this time the fire, although confin- 


ed in the small blacksmith building, had 
gained considerable headway and set fire 
to the roof of the brass foundry build- 
ing to the west and there v.-.is danger of 
it spreading to the Standard Oil com- 
pany plant and the main boat company 
buildings. 
Luckily there was no wind 


und the fire was easily controlled and 


heavy conflagration averted. 
The interior of the building is badly 


scorched, but after cleaning up this morn- 
ing the men were able to resume work. 
President Walter Eeynolds was on the 
;round during the fire, or after it was 
out and he with the fire marshal made 
an examination and ventured the opin- 
ion that the damage would not exceed 
$1,000. 


It was very fortunate that the fire 


did not reach the main plant, for a num- 
ber of fine steel yachts are being con- 
structed for J-,ake Geneva and other par- 
ties and the concern is very busy and a. 
serious fire would have meant damage to 
the amount of several hundred thousand 
dollars, also throwing many men out of 
employment.

Those 
on board the other steamship shouted 
that they were sinking, and in reply to 
questions answered that her boat was 
Clyde line steamer nnd that the name 
wa* the Sapino'.v. The Saginaw had been 
struck about twenty feet from the: stern 
on the starboard side and her stern had 
been out through as cleanly as if it had 
beer, done by men in a, dock. The stern 
sunk almost immediately and the for- 
ward part drifted several hundred yards.
